PITTSBURGH, Jan. 14 (AP)— 
An important bloc of striking 
United Mine Workers defied tra- 
dition today and voted down John 
L. Lewis’s “suggestion” that they 


Exact figures are not available 


but at least nine locals represent- 


ing more than 11,000 bituminous 


diggers balked at their union 


leader’s order to end a week-old 
strike. 


“Five days or nothing,” their 
spokesmen declared. , 
Interpretations of the action 
differed. A few observers close 
to the coal situation regarded the 
move with some suspicion. But 
to the majority it is simply a 
months-old rebellion in the 
miners’ contract fight that finally 
burst through the traditional shell 
of miner silence. 

However, for the operators and 
a coal-starved public there is lit- 
tle satisfaction in the miners’ 
move. 

The nation’s soft coal supply 
is dangerously low because of a 
series of strikes last year and the 
three-day-work week instituted by 
Lewis in December. 

Reports from throughout the 
country indicate that only the pro- 
tracted and wunseasonable mild 
weather has prevented hardship 
in many areas.

Forrest M. Hemker, committee 
chairman, said he: will determine 
Friday how many of the 13 mem- 
bers are willing to serve and 
probably will add to the commit- 
tee. “I feel that additional per- 
sonnel—lawyers with wider ex- 
perience in the criminal courts— 
will be needed,” Hemker said. 

“We are not investigating peo- 
ple, like judges or parole officers” 
he explained. “Our objective is 
to examine the system of the 
courts, the bail bond practices, 
paroles and such matters as the 
defense. of persons who have no 
lawyer. 

To Consider All Phases. 


“We have a rather broad ob-/ 


jective. It is no good to focus on 
one particular case, like the Jeff 
Crenshaw case. We have to con- 
sider all phases of criminal law. 


We will have to see if there are 
enough prosecutors. 

“I- noticed that Circuit Judge 
Robert J. Kirkwood is putting 
certain restrictions on bondsmen. 
That’s a fine thing, but we don’t 
want to get the bail bond system 
too rigid so that a man can’t get 
a bond.” 

Hemker, former president of 
the Missouri and the St. Louis 
Bar Associations, said the com- 
mittee would try to take “a broad 
objective view of the entire sys- 
tem of criminal justice.” 

He pointed out that the St. 
Louis Bar Association each year 
has committees studying the ad- 
ministration of justice and that 
all last year the Missouri Bar As- 
sociation worked on drafting new 
rules of criminal procedure. 
Eleven district meetings were held 
throughout the state, he recalled. 

Among the suggested changes 
being considered by the state bar 
group, he pointed out, was the 
provision that a forfeited bail 
bond would become a lien against 
the bondsman’s property. But 
lawyers in outstate communities 
strenuously oppose that sugges- 
tion, he said. They explain they 
rarely have oond forfeitures in 
rural communities. “It is hard to 
write a rule that will fit St. Louis, 
Kansas City and the rural areas 
as well,” Hemker pointed out, 

Rights of Accused and Society. 

The study of criminal justice in 
the St. Louis, courts, He continued, 
“is a complex problem. We have 
to keep in mind the rights of the 
accused. When we try to recon- 
cile the rights of society-and the 
rights of the individual, it’s an 
amazing thing that the court sys- 
tem works as well as it does. But 
courts don’t always please every- 
one, as the Sacco and Vanzetti 
case showed. 

“Courts are not 100 per cent 
efficient in the courts we are 
working with human beings, and 
you are bound to have some fail- 
ures. I am conscious of the scope 
and breadth of the problem our 
committee is facirig. Administra- 
tion of justice involves not only 
lawyers but also sociologists, 
psychologists, police and even the 
citizen who evades jury service. 

“This study of criminal justice 
is something that the people have 
to do, not just the Bar Associa- 
tion or the newspapers. You can't 
investigate a single case—it's the

2 CHILDREN FREEZE 
TO DEATH WALKING 
HOME IN BLIZZARD 


RITZVILLE, Wash., Jan. 14 
(AP)-—Two. small children, who 
tried to walk home with their 
father after the family automo- 
bile stalled on a country road 
a blizzard, froze to death in a 
yesterday. 
They were Frederick (Donnie) 
Stumpf, 6 years old, and his 
sister, Eileen, 10. The father, 
Fred Stumpf, is in a hospital in 
serious condition from frostbite. 
Stumpf was in Ritzville yester- 
day when schools were closed at 
noon. He picked up the children 
but apparently stayed in town 
for a time before heading home. 
He had driven 14 of the 15 miles 
home when the car stalled in 
heavy drifts.

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MINTER STRIKES 
IN WEST, AND HIGH 
WINDS IN EAST 


North Centra] States Also 
Battered by Cold Gusts 
—29 Reported Dead in 
U.S. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 14 (AP)—Ram- 
paging winter struck new blows 
today with tearing winds or bliz- 
zards covering the country almost 
from end-to end. 

“Stay Home” warnings were is- 
sued for persons in New York 
State, the Pacific. Northwest and 
some Rocky Mountain areas. At 
least 29 persons were blown or 
crushed to death, frozen, drowned 
or killed in traffic accidents at- 
tributed to storms. Damage was 
widespread. 


Nine persons perished and two 
were missing in the Pacific North- 
west’s worst blizzard of the cen- 
tury. Two of the victims were 
children who froze to death after 
their automobile stalled a mile 
from their home in Washington. 

The storm, bringing bitter cold, 
swept. over Washington, Oregon 
and northern California and raced 
.with undiminished fury into Ida- 
ho and Montana. 

Widespread Wind Damage. 


ern half of the country spread- 
ing a trail of damage from Iowa 
to New York. Some buildings 
were unroofed, trees and utility 
poles were toppled and glass win- 
dows were caved in. 

Western, northern and central 
New York was hardest hit by the 
destructive winds.

Styles Bridges of New Hampshire. 
Knowland called for “a new and 
non-defeatist team” in the State 
Department.

Acheson was supported by 
Chairman Tom Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. Connally said 
the Chinese Reds would not get 
American diplomatic recognition 
until they’ “make amends” for 
the Peiping incident. Connally 
made that statement without 
qualification, and he usually re- 
flects Administration views on 
foreign policy. 

Connally’s Statement. 

“The Chinese government is 
seeking diplomatic recognition,” 
Connally said. “No nation is en- 
titled to such recognition that 
does not respect international 
law and does not respect the rep- 
resentatives of other govern- 


citizens. 

“The Chinese Communist gov- 
ernment must make amends for 
its utter disregard of interna- 
tional obligation. Until it does so, 
there should be and will be no 
diplomatic recognition by the 
United States Government.” 

In ordering the consulates

EXTRA DAY GIVEN 
FOR FILING INCOME 
TAX DECLARATIONS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP)— 
Because Jan. 15 comes on Sun- 
dav this year, 1949 income tax 
estimates due to be filed on that 
date will be acceptéd up to mid- 
night Monday. 

The 24-hour extension to the 
filing deadline was announced to- 
day by the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. 

Several million persons are af- 
fected, but the great majority of 
taxpayers whose full tax is with- 
held can ignore the date. Those 
affected are: 

1. Farmers who received 
more than $600 income in 1949 
but prefer to wait until the Jan. 
31-March 15 period to make 
their tax payments. They can 
declare now, pay any time up 
to March 15. A new law pro- 
vides, however, that farmers 
who are going to make a final 
return and payment by. Jan. 
31, finishing up income tax 
duties and payments that early, 
may skip over the Jan. 16 date. 

2. Other persons whose tax 
is not eovered by withholdings, 
if they have not yet filed the 
required declaration or wish to 
change earlier estimates to 
avert the peMalty for declara- 
tions that err more than 20 per 
cent. 

The non-farmer group required 

to make declarations includes 
doctors, lawyers, other profes- 
sionals, persons owning their own 
business, and higher-bracket sal- 
aried workers who pay outside 
or in addition to taxes withheld 
from regular pay. 
Final tax payments need not 
be made until March 15, although 
taxpayers can make final pay- 
ment at any time now.

Plans for the fourth low-rent 
public housing establishment 
here, to be taken up with federal 
authorities at Washington next 
Tuesday, call for 2490 dwellings 
of this classification, Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst announced yes- 
terday. 

The site, bounded by Eight- 
eenth - Jefferson - Franklin-Cass, 
also will afford room for about 
750 dwelling units of the middle- 
income or “urban redevelopment” 
type, the mayor said. 

This is in contrast to the pre- 
vious understanding of some 
housing officials that the site 
would be used for not more than 
1000 low-rent homes, leaving 
space for about 2000 middle-rent 
units. The entire group of 3240 
homes, known as the De Soto- 
Carr project, would be for 
Negroes. 

Tentative Approval. 

Tentative approval was given 
the plans at the regional office of 
the Federal Public Housing Ad- 
ministration at Chicago last Tues- 
day. It had been understood by 
local officials that the approval 
was on the 1000-low-rent-2000- 
middle-rent basis, as they had 
been given to understand PHA 
would not permit more than 1000 
low-rent units on any one site. 

The Post-Dispatch learned yes- 
terday, however, that plans passed . 
on at Chicago were on the 2490- 
750 basis as disclosed by the 
Mayor. The St. Louis plans ex- 
cited interest of federal officials; 
with a resultant desire to make 
something of a show of them at 
Washington. : 

It also developed from the 
mayor’s announcement that the 
initial phase or “first bite” of the 
low-rent portion of the project 
may have 1000 units, instead of 
450 as previously discussed, Thig 
phase would go on the areg 
bounded roughly by Carr-O’Fale 
lon - Twenty - second - Twenty« 
fourth. 

Multi-Storied Apartments. 

The mayor said the intention 
now is to include some multi- 
storied apartment structures in 
the initial bite. These would be 
built insteac of two-story or 
three-story buildings considered 
heretofore, as a means of hasten- 
ing the provision of an appreci- 
able number of new homes. This 
would help in the relocation of 
residents of the area. However, 
it is still proposed to include 
some two- or three-story struce- 
tures in this phase. 

Second stage of the public or 
low-rent housing—all of which 
is definitely planned for early 
construction by the St. Louis 
Housing Authority—would be 680 
dwelling units, and the third and 
final stage 810, the mayor said. 
It is his understanding that this 
project will be the first detailed 
application for public housing to 
be filed from the entire nation 
under the 1949 Housing Act. 

Attitude of Business Men. 

No definite arrangement has 
been made yet for construction of 
the middle-income housing. It has 
been suggested on good authority 
that the downtown business and 
financial interests that have been 
preparing to go into such housing 
on a large scale might take over 
this site as one of their locations, 

Arthur A. Blumeyer, chairman 
of the St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity, said to the Post-Dispatch in 
commenting on the Mayor’s an- 
nouncement:

Southeast Missouri is seriously 

threatened with a displaced per- 

sons problem of tragic propor- 
tions, a survey by the Post- 

Dispatch has disclosed. 

From reliable estimates it was 
learned that several thousand 
families in the seven  cotton- 
growing counties of the Missouri 
“Bootheel” are facing the loss of 
their livelihood through operation 
of the Cotton Acreage Control 
passed by the Ejighty-first 


ngress. 

These people—tenant farmers, 
sharecroppers and small _ inde- 
pendent farmers—will have no 
jobs this year, because so much 
cotton land will be taken out of 
production by the act. 

No Time for Re-training. 

Trained only to raise cotton, 
these farmers, with few excep- 
tions, have no other skills with 
which to earn a living. Some of 
the individuals could be taught 
new skills,’ but it is virtually im- 
possible in the time at hand to 
re-educate a whole class of peo- 


ple. ‘ 

And time is running out. The 
ground must be readied soon for 
the planting in March. If the 

nt cuts in acreage remain in 
effect at that time, literally 
thousands are going to be evicted 
from their homes. Perhaps only 
a fraction will actually receive 
eviction notices, but most of them 
will. be evicted sooner or later by 
the sheer economic necessity of 
leaving this area in order to earn 
a living. 

The plight of these people is 
accentuated by the fact that farm 
laborers are not covered by So- 
cial Security and are not eligible 
for unemployment compensation.

Reduction in Acreage. 

n the case of cotton, it was 
detided that the acreage to be de- 
voted to that crop in the entire 
United States this year should 
n be more than 21,000,000 
acfes, a reduction of about 23 per 
cent from the total planted last 
year. The allotment was broken 
down by states and, within each 
state, committee of farmers, 
operating under the Production 
and Marketing Administration of 
the Department of Agriculture, 
was given the job of allocating to 
each county .its share of that 
acreage. 

Rejecting the 1949 acreage as a 
standard in computing the county 
allotments, the law set up a for- 
mula based largely upon each 
county’s history of cotton plant- 
ing over a period of years. The 
historical figures were supplied 
by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, and one of the charges 
leveled against the law is that the 
figures were taken from inade- 
quate and erroneous sources. 

But the law had a further pro- 
vision to the effect that when the 
percentage of reduction was 

rked out for each county, . it 
hai to be applied to the entire 
tilled crop land within that coun- 
ty®regardless of whether all or 

of that land had de- 
vad to cotton in previous years. 

Application of-the rule resulted 
in some drastic reductions. Sup- 
pose, for example, a farmer had 
devoted 100 acres of his 300-acre 
farm to cotton and the remainder 
to some other crop. If the av- 
erage reduction for the county 
is i per cent, the reduction for 
this man will be not 15 acres, 
but 45. The result is that he can 
plant only 55 acres in cotton this 
year instead of 100, a reduction 
of+45 per cent from last year. 

An even more bizarre result 
followed from the fact that some 
fatmers, whose land was not suit- 
abfe for cotton and had neyer 
been planted to it, were given al- 
lotments based a a percentage 


ties. “It was the cotton farmers 
who created the cotton-planting 
history on which this formula is 
based. Yet, it is the cotton plant- 
er who bears the brunt of this 
reduction while those farmers 
who never planted the fiber in 
their lives will benefit from it,” 
he said. 

The result, as he sees it, is 
that planters who provided a live- 
lihood for many people will now 
find they have work for only a 
fraction of them. The non-cotton 
farmer may avail himself of his 
allotment and attempt to raise 
a crop on it but the yield will

The Rev. Dr. Walter Arthur 
Maier, Lutheran Hour speaker, 
was eulogized as an _ inspiring 
spiritual leader, a gifted teacher 
and a devoted servant of God at 
funeral services held yesterday 
afternoon for the internationally 
known radio preacher. ; 
Nine hundred persons crowded 
into the chapel of Concordia Sem- 
inary to attend the services, and 
as many more, unable to -get into 
the chapel, gathered around tele- 
vision sets, radios and loudspeak- 
er amplifiers at the school. The 
services were televised by Post- 
Dispatch Station KSD-TV, and 
television receivers were set up 
in seven classrooms. 
The body of Dr. Maier lay in 
a bronze casket at the foot of 
the chapel altar. The altar was 
unadorned except for a small cru- 
cifix and two lighted candles, but 
a blanket of red and white roses 
covered the casket, and the front. 
of the chapel was banked with 
floral wreaths. Thousands had 
passed the bier before’ the’ 
funeral. 

Tribute by Pastor. 
The principal address was de- 
livered by the Rev. Herman Et- 
gold, pastor of St. Stephen’s 
Lutheran Church, of which Dr. 
Maier was assistant pastor. He 
paid tribute to the radio preacher 
as “‘a man whose voice had called 
multitudes to repentance.” 
“All who had heard his Sunday 
messages on the Lutheran Hour 
knew that his one job was to 
teach the Gospel to sinners that 
they might be saved,” the Rev. 
Mr. Etzold declared. “Instead of 
using his unusual brilliance to at- 
tain wealth, he employed it in 
the service of God. 
“He fought a good fight against 
wickedness and false teachings. 
Now God has called him home.” 
The Rev. Dr. John W. Behnken, 
president of the Lutheran Church, 
Missouri Synod, praised Dr. Maier 
as “‘a man who had used his great 


voice on the radio in the service 
of Christ in an age of shocking 
indifference.” 

Dr. Maier was professor of Se- | 
mitic languages and Old Testa- | 
ment interpretation at Concordia. 
The Rev. Dr. William Arndt, head 
of the New Testament department, 
described him as “an exacting 
teacher who stood for what is best 
in Christian conduct and educa- 
tion and inspired his students to 
aspire to the same status.”

The Rev. Mr. Cummings’s death 
meant the loss of “a truly great 
Christian leader,” the Rev. Ed- 
mund C. Miller, president of the 
Metropolitan Church Federation 
and pastor of Hamilton Avenue 
Christian Church, 1260 Hamilton 
avenue, said yesterday. 

“Dr. Cummings was recognized 
as one of the outstanding protes- 
tant leaders in America,” he said 
in a statement. “His advice and 
leadership was sought across the 
nation. Under his guidance, the 
local Metropolitan Church Feder- 
ation assumed a position of na- 
‘tional leadership. : 

“His interests were community- 
wide. To him christianity was a 
practical matter. He believed it 
should be the basis of labor and 
business relationships; one of the 
main factors in shaping govern- 
ment; one of the subjects pre- 
sented in education, and a vital 
factor in every phase of daily 
life.” - 

The Rev. Mr. Cummings be- 
came executive secretary of the 
‘Metropolitan Church Federation 
in 1937 and in that post achieved 
a reputation as a strong propo- 
nent of civic betterment, a friend 
of the underprivileged and an ar- 
dent worker for unity and toler- 
ance among Protestant church 
groups. At the time of his ap- 
pointment to the St. Louis post, 
he was pastor of First Christian 
Church at Springfield, Ill. 

A graduate of Eureka College, 
Eureka, Ill., he entered the minis- 
try in 1908. While at Springfield 
he was interested in child guid- 

ce work and represented the 
C tian Church at. several im- 
portant conferences on human 
problems. 

Honored by Federation. 

In April 1947, the executive 
board of the Metropolitan Church 
Federation honored him in ob-

During the interview with 
Coleman, he gestured toward the 
hall outside his office where 
about a dozen men, whose garb 
marked them as farmers, waited 
patiently for a chance to talk to 
him. “They are all looking for 
acreage, but I have to turn them 
down. Before the day is over, 
there will have been a hundred of 
them in here. 

Thad Snow Gives Views. 


Thad Snow, the Charleston 
(Mo.) cotton planter whose letters 
on Southeast Missouri affairs 
often have been printed in the 
Post-Dispatch, pointed out the 
sharecropper and tenant farmer 
are not the only ones affected by 
the cut. 

“There are thousands living 
in the towns of this area who de- 
pend upon day labor in the fields 
during the peak periods of labor 
demand for a substantial part of 
their annual earnings,” he said. 
“There are probably other thou- 
sands in southern Illinois who are 
brought in here at chopping and 
picking time to help with the 
crop. Most of these will find no 
work here this year if the law 
stands in its present form.

MISSOURI GENERAL 
REVENUE FUND DIPS 
10 MILLION IN MONTH 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 14 
(UP)—The balance in the state 
general revenue fund dropped al- 
most $10,000,000 in December, a 
Treasurers monthly report 
showed today. Balance in the 
vaults as of Nov. 30, 1949, was 
$28,474,966, but by Dec. 31 it had 
dropped to $18,835,572. 

The report, however, showed a 
$6,000,000 increase in tax collec- 
tions during the first six months 
of the current fiscal year over the 
corresponding period of 1948. Col- 
lections for the first six months 
of the 1949-50 fiscal period were 
$65,532,487, compared with only 
$59,781,053 for the first six 
months of 1948. 


Most of the increase came from 
the motor vehicle office, where a 
new system of licensing cars and 
drivers increased revenue in the 
six-month period almost $4,000,- 
000.’ Increases were noted also in 
collections of corporation fran- 
chise, beer and liquor, income, 
gasoline and sales taxes. 

The report showed Missouri has 
on deposit in state banks $56;525,- 
000 in inactive funds, plus $39,- 
096,570 in the regular checking 
account. Total indebtedness of 
the state amounts to $39,000,000.

In 1934 
he headed a committee set up by 
the Socialist Party of Illinois for 
the “restoration of constitutional 
rights in Illinois” and opposition 
to “such reactionary groups as 
the Silver Shirts, Ku Klux Klan 
and Vigilantes,” 

‘ Later he served as temporary 
chairman of the Committee for 
Restoration of Constitutional 
Rights in Illinois. This group 
was established to combat illegal 
arrests and suppression of free 


speech in the state.

Paid Vacations 
For Carpenters 
By New Contract 


The Carpenters’ District Coun- 
cil of St. Louis and the Home 
Builders’ Association of Greater 
St. Louis signed a new two-year 
contract last week and, in s0 
doing, probably set some kind of 
precedent in labor-management 
relations, because the current 
contract doesn’t come to an end 
unit] next May 1. The new con- 
tract is to become effective at 
that time and run until May l, 
1952, Mark Thompson, executive 
vice-president of the builders, re- 
ported, speaking for his organiza- 
tion and the Council.

He is Paul H. Nitze, who has just suc- 
, ceeded George F. Kennan in the job of 
presiding over formulation of this country’s 
long-range world diplomatic strategy. In his 
new ‘position, Nitze is subject to the superior 
‘guthority of only two men, Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson and President Harry S. 
Truman. 


The staff was created in May, 1947, by 
Gen. George C. Marshall, then Secretary of 
State, “to assure the development, within 
the Department, of long-range policy which 


will serve as a framework for program 


planning and a guide for current policy de- 
cisions and aperations,” in the: words of an 
official order. : 


The planning staff's assignments originate 
in either of two ways: Secretary Acheson may 
call on Nitze to prepare a policy recom- 
mendation on a given problem, or Nitze 
himself may propose a project. 

The staff consists of 12 members whose 
combined bac and experience cover 
most of the issues and areas of greatest 
concern to American foreign policy. The 
whole group meets freqtiently in full ses- 
sion, sometimes with Acheson himself in the 
chair. Experts from other offices in the 
State Department, from other Government 
agencies and departments and from private 
life are called in for consultation when their 
special subjects are under discussion. 


Specialists Analyze Problems 
For Discussions by Whole Staff. 


Recommendations on a given policy prob- 
lem are prepared, in the first instance, by 
the specialists in that problem, and presented, 
with supporting material, in full meetings, 
where they are threshed out and an agreed 
staff position on them is reached for submis- 
sion to Acheson. 

Despite its authority and prestige, the 
staff is by no means immune from ecriti- 
cism and is by no means always sure its 
recommendations will be accepted and acted 
upon. Nitze often must sell his proposals to 
the operating units in the-edepartment which 
must carry them out, and he always must 
sell staff recommendations to Achéson. In 
important cases, the President himself must 
- approve before a policy’ proposal may be 
acted upon—and the President, in turn, or- 
dinarily wants the endorsement of the Na- 
tional Security Council before he will pass 
on a recommendation. 

Nitze’s appointment as Director of Policy 
Planning marks the culmination of the sec- 
ond career he has crowded into the 22 years 
since he was graduated with honor from 
Harvard at the age of 21. 

Nitze, a quiet, soft-spoken, reserved but 
pleasant-mannered man, is five feet, nine and 
three-quarters inches tall with his shoes off 
and weighs 162 “fresh back from a skiing 
vacation in Colorado,” he says, a holiday 
which also has given him a ruddy outdoor 
color. He has dark hair liberally seasoned 


with grey, and brown eyes so dark they 


seem black. 
He became a vice president of Dillon, 


Read & Company at 30 and president of | 


his own company, specializing in corporate 
reorganizations, at 31. He sometimes thinks 
of the period when he had his own firm 
as “the most exciting ye@ and a half I 
ever spent.” He returned to Dillon, Read 
just before the war. He had made a very 
substantial fortune by the time he was 
32 years old.

He has 
served in a dozen posts overseas, including 
Moscow, Berlin, Vienna, Lisbon and London, 
and in the State Department here, rising 
from vice consul to career minister, the 
highest rank in the professional foreign serv- 
ice. He is one of the nation’s outstanding 
experts on Russia and is generally regarded 
as one of .America’s most brilliant diplo-

| Such a formidable and distinguished prede- 
cessor, he bears them with a composure 
which seems to characterize him in other 
matters as well. Men who have worked with 
him say, furthermore, that he has every 
justification for an adequate self-confidence. 

For Nitze “has great intellectual capacity 
—the one thing that’s most needed—and 
sometimes seems to be least rewarded—in 
government,” one associate says. The new 
chief policy planner has a mind which is 
different from Kennan’s but by no means 
necessarily inferior, in the judgment of 
those who have worked with both Ynen. 


Kennan has a soaring, vivid, imaginative, 
creative and often spectacular mind, not al- 
ways free of emotional involvements but in- 
variably enriched by a deep knowledge of 
histories, cultures and diplomacy and illu- 
minated by brilliant insights into national 
and individual psychologies and behavior pat- 
terns. He is notably articulate, with a fine 
feeling for the exact weight, force and color 
of words. 

Nitze is primarily a student, not of po- 
litical history and diplomacy, but of -eco- 
nomics and finance—a qualification of par- 
ticular relevance in an era when budgets, 
trade, “dollar gaps” and -ecovery programs 
are among the most notable aspects of 
“diplomacy.” ; 

The new chief policy planner differs from 
his predecessor in his qualities of mind and 
temperament, as well as in his special 
knowledge. 


Nitze Is More a Listener, e 
Less an Expounder Than Kennan. 


_ Nitze, his friends and associates say, is less 
articulate and less spectacular than Kennan. 
He is more a listener and less an expounder, 
more a judge and less a pleader. He is less 
sanguine and ardent of disposition. He is 
also more methodical. His feet are fixed 
firmly on the ground. He is discriminating, 
analytical and dispassionate. 


“Kennan’s leadership of the 
Planning Staff was a little like a gallant 
cavalry charge, with George brandishing a 
saber in the lead, astride the most 
spirited. horse in the regiment,” says a 
friend and admirer of both men. “Nitze 
operates more like a chief of staff—or like 
the editor of a great research project. 
He presides, listens and suggests. He or- 
ganizes, deputizes and supervises. He 
weighs, balances, analyzes and sums up.” 


Nitze is, in fact, an outstanding “organizer 
_of big intellectual operations,” one of his 
| fellow-workers says, and he has proven his 
capacities in this role in two tasks he has 
performed in government—those in the Stra- 
tegic Bombing Survey and in the European 
Recovery Program.

In his work in the Strategic Bombing Sur- 
vey and ERP, Nitze had to do all these 
things. In the State Department, the organ- 
ization he requires already exists—the Policy 
Planning. Staff and, in a larger sense, the 
wholé department and the Foreign Service 
abroad. Otherwise, however, his new job is, 
in essence, much like the two he did with 
much distinction before. 

Most of the problems he will now face 
may be new to him, but so were the prob- 
lems of the Strategic Bombing Survey and 
ERP. The intellectual methods which were 
successful before will, he hopes and believes, 
be successful now. 

Nitze grew up in an atmosphere of intel- 
lectual achievement. His father is the dis- 
tinguished philologist William Albert Nitze, 
who has occupied chairs of the Romance 
languages at Columbia, Amherst, the Uni-

Fact That One Third of 
Nation Now Spending More

P i050 tet TRUMAN has launched the 


messages to Congress this week and last. | 
While his tone is redojent with optimism | 
the messages themselves reveal certain dark 
spots in the national economy one of which 
is that at present one third pf the American 
nation is spending money faster than it 
is making it. 

The lack of balance in Mr. Truman’s 
budget is only an extension of the fact 
that from one third to two fifths of the 
families of the United States are not now 
balancing their own budgets. 

President Truman in his three statements 
to Congress reiterates support for the Fair 
Deal, appeals to industry for co-operation 
and sounds a keynote that is cheerful, con- 
fident and conciliatory. But he does not 
abate his request for welfare legislation 
which, under the political and economic cir- 
cumstances now obtaining, seems understand- 
able enough. 

Under this interpretation of the current 
fiscal situation the so-called “have-nots” 
are demanding social welfare legislation 
while the “haves” are resisting the taxes 
necessary to pay for it. The Truman Fair 

Deal has steadily cast its lot with the 


“have-nots” and cannot give up the welfare 
program now without political disaster. 
On the other hand the “haves” demand 


gress to block passage of large scale new 
taxes. Mr. Truman takes the position that 
the short-range economic position is rosy 
and that the long-run problem of an unbal- 
anced budget will be solved by expanding 
national economy. , 

The inevitable result of this uneasy bal- 
ance of forces, for the time being at least, 
is a federal deficit. 

The segment of the nation which is now 
spending more money than it is taking in 
represents the bottom one-third income group 
of the nation. Some of this unbalanced 
spending is voluntary, some involuntary; it 
ranges from families using accumulated 
“rainy-day” funds from wartime savings to 
buy tempting television sets, automobiles and 
the like, to the indigent aged, farmers af- 
fected by price declines and unemployed 
who have seen local relief funds exhausted. 

One of Mr. Truman’s economic advisers 
declares that the red ink in the budget of 
these families is far more serious for 
the nation, unless corrected by expanding 
economy, than the 5 billion dollar federal 
deficit. 

In fact, under Mr. Truman’s confident 
optimism, which the Alsop Brothers describe

While there was an increase of over-all 
savings for the nation in 1949 the figures 
show, as previously explained, that a third 
of the families are not now saving. The in- 
crease is therefore confined to the upper 
bracket income groups. Such a situation may 
make for unbalance. 

Savings increase is not accompanied by in- 
crease in business investment. Mr. Truman 
refers again and again to the need for more 
investment activity. 

“If the downward trend in business invest- 
ment were to continue,” he declared, “our 
prospects for full recovery and continued 
expansion would be seriously endangered.” 
Statistically, this decline amounted to 18 per 
cent in 1949. It is still going down. 


Farm Prices Have Decreased, 
But Not the Cost of Farming. 


In the farm picture there are certain dark 
undercurrents: For the first time farm prices 
have dipped below the parity leve) while the 
prices of goods which the farmer buys have 
remained fairly stable. The purchasing 
power of farmers is vital to national well 
being. 

Prices also are a matter of concern. Mr. 
Truman mentioned the subject briefly in his 
economic report, and his council expanded 
on it, even going out of their way to 
denounce the recent increase in steel prices 
—which Congress is now investigating. In 
another field, while the number of unem- 
ployed has declined from the July high point 
ef 4.1 million it is still around 3.5 million 
and has continued long enough to exhaust 
benefits in many communities. 

“One third of the unemployed,” Mr. 
Truman states, “are now receiving no un- 
employment insurance benefits and in some 
areas the proportion approaches two 
thirds.” Present programs of social secur- 
ity “are grossly inadequate” he declares 
at another point. The idea reappears re- 
peatedly in his statements. 


These uncomfortable items mingle curi- 
ously with Mr. Truman’s cheery recital* of 
confidence. They help explain his own 
course. For example, he points out that maxi- 
mum production was lost in the near-depres- 
sion of mid-1949. Though he is happy over 
the change for the better since then (and, 
in effect, says “we planned it that way,”) 


| he acknowledges that maximum production~ 
has not been restored to date. 


A distinction is drawn here between the 
short run and long range view. Nearly every- 
body agrees that the short run prospect is 
rosy. It is the long range view that causes 
uncertainty. Everything depends on getting 
the economic machine functioning at full 
power, as Mr. Truman stresses again and 
again. In effect Mr. Truman is giving the 
still somewhat uncertain economic motor 
“the gas” in the form of the second year’s 
five-billion-dollar deficit. Simultaneously a 
third of the nation’s families are also giving 
their private budgets ‘“‘the gas,” too.

10 per cent. However, installment buying 
is still bounding forward. At the present 
rate of debt-making the additional $4 
billions of consumer credit necessary to 
reach the 1939 percentage may not be 
far off. 

This increased indebtedness and “dis- 
saving,” as economists call it when a family 
spends more than it takes in, is not merely 
a happy-go-lucky attitude. 

The Congressional Joint Committee on 
the economic report recently dug up fig- 
ures showing that out of 38.5 million fam- 
ilies some 10 million had cash incomes of 
less than $2000 in 1948. Im 1946, they 
reported iwo million non-farm families 
lived in houses without running water. 
Most of the families in the below $2000 
group were non-farm families, but farmers 
also had problems. Out of the 16 million 
families 3.3 millions lived on farms. Of 
this number 1.7 millions had cash incomes 
under $1000 in 1948.

Of granting continuance upon con- 
tinuance, change of venue, étc., until 
as much as four or five years later the 
case reaches a climax, and with wit- 


nesses scattered, disgusted or dead, a ¢ 


sometimes doubtful verdict. | 

And of the court granting concurrent 
sentences for separate and 
dicts. Of juries conscientiously decid- 
ing on a verdict, and the court pro- 
nouncing sentences of several years, 
only to read six’ to nine months later 
thst bench pafole was granted to a 
habitual criminal, turning him loose to 
continue to prey upon society. 

Some of the antics displayed by both 
the prosecution and the defense in 
many a court are no less ridiculous 
than the Berle skit, but far more dis- 
turbing. .

Mr. Fly makes short shrift of Attorney Gen- 
eral McGrath’s point that the late President 
Roosevelt approved wire-fapping ag4inst for- 
eigners engaged in ‘espionage. This sanction 
never had any legal effect, and in any case it 
was a wartime measure. “It does not,” says 
Mr. Fly, “afford even a moral eloak for the se- 
cret indulgence in this dirty business.” 

Clifford J. Durr, a former colleague of Mr. 
Fly on the FCC, is, if anything, even stronger in 
denunciation. Calling attention to the fact.that 
the Federal Communications Act of 1934 made 
wire-tapping punishable by fines up to. $10,000 
and prison sentences up to two years; Mr. Durr 
uses words which should shock everyone in the 
Truman Adniinistration, including the President 
himself. Here is what he says: 

A Department of Justice which will not 
protect the privacy of citizens against 
illegal invasions by its own employes cer- 
tainly cannot be relied upon to protect that 
privacy against the invasions of others—the 
congehital snooper, the unethical business 
competitor, the blackmail artist. 

Four members of the House of Representa- 
tives assert that wire-tapping is.so common in 
Washington they will not discuss issues with 
newspaper reporters over the telephone. Con- 
gressman Rankin of Mississippi takes the view 
that such eavesdropping is being done hy “sub- 
versive persons who are trying to get something 
on members of Congress.” . He, accordingly, pro- 
poses an investigation by the House Un- 
American ‘Activities Committee. : 

There should be a searching investigation, all 
right, but the committee which learned its tech- 
niques from Martin Dies and J. Parnell Thomas 


is not the grmip to do it. The kind of commit- 


tee which is needed is one like the exemplary 
Senate Civil Liberties Committee, which Robert 
M. LaFollette of Wisconsin directed. What is 
needed is a committee with members firmly at- 
tached to basic American principles, to the right 
of the citizen to be secure in his home and in 
his private affairs, to the individual’s freedom 
from the snooping and spying which differenti- 
ate our nation from the police states that lie 
behind the Iron Curtain. ’ 
This issue of wire-tapping is absolutely funda- 
mental. If J. Edgar Hoover’s agents can listen 


in on thousands of conversations which have not 


the faintest relation to criminal investigations, 
then the very officers who are supposed to en- 
force the law are among the worst of its 
enemies. 

The Post-Dispatch hopes to see protests 
against wire-tapping mount up until the Depart- 
ment of Justice will be forced to abandon this 
outrageous practice.

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Clark Walker Cummings 


Clark Walker Cummings’ name became thor- 
oughly known to St. Louis when he led a cam- 
paign against illegal arrests, suppression of, free. 
speech and police brutality which occurred in 
the deep depression. This was characteristic of 
the man who for 12 years was executive secre- 
tary of the Metropolitan Church Federation. He 
took his pulpit where he found it. 

He found it close to home in his struggle 
against political interference in the city schools. 
He found it in Illinois in opposing bills to take 
the franchise from men on relief. He found it 
across the nation in assailing the “better classes” 
for tolerating slums. On widely assorted issues, 
from race relations to Palestine, he helped those 
to whose race and religion he did not belong, 
as he helped his own. 

St. Louis reveres the memory of Clark Wal- 
ker Cummings because he was a journeyman 
minister. He worked hard at Christianity. And 
if anyone should think that description undigni- 
fied, Mr. Cummings would not have found it so. 
For of him it could be said: 


Whosoever will be great among you, shall 
be your minister; and whosoever of you will 
be the chiefest, shall be servant of all.

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Searchlight on the Schools 


The best chance in a long time for a good 
housecleaning in the St. Louis public schools is 
in the hands of the Citizens’ Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Boatd of Education. The 98 mem- 
bers of this committee—why the number was 
not brought up to the contemplated 100 is a 
puzzle we are willing to skip—have just settled 
down seriously to their work. And they have 
done so with a fine show of thoroughness and 
independence. 

The committee began by asking the School 
Board to explain just how many of the recom- 
mendations made in recent years by outside ex- 
aminers of the school set-up have or have not 
been adopted. «A full and frank answer to that 
question would bring most of the board's per- 


sonal and political maneuverings up for review. — 


One of the board members, Mrs. Irma Friede, 
apparently went on the defensive at once. She 
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.s, Back to the Old Rule? 
Because of- the” bitterness of opponents of 
President Truman's civil rights propusals, there 
is danger that the House of Representatives may 


pending legislation may be brought up for a 
vote in the event that it has not been sent to 
the floor by the Rules Committee within 21 days. 

Before the adoption of this rule last year, the 
Rules Committee virtually “could hold up a 
measure jndefinitely. Thus the committee could, 
in effect, kill a bill even though its passage was 
recommended by the standing committee which 
had studied the proposal, and even though it 
was assured of a favorable vote on the floor. 

This arbitrary power of the Rules Committee 
~—which theoretically ought to decide only the 
order in which pending measures are to be 
brought up—long has been regarded as the 
worst, bottleneck in the House. Its abuse has 
been about as bad as filibusters in the Senate. 
It has been as difficult, on occasion, to obtain 
the more than 200 signatures of House members 
needed for the discharge of a bill under the old 
system as to invoke cloture on the other side of 
the Capitol. : 

Now the Rules Committee has voted, 9 to 3, 
to recapture its old power. Of course, it can do 
so only with the approval of the House, and 
there are indications that its own. chairman, 
Representative Sabath of Illinois, will oppose 
this on the floor. Speaker Sam Rayburn, who 
regarded the change as a great accomplishment, 
no doubt also will throw his influence into the 
scales. And the Administration surely will mus- 
ter every vote it can against the grab. 

But just as the old rule was not changed be- 
cause of its inherent faultiness, so the move to 
revive it is being made for a secondary reason. 
The rule was changed last year to clear the 
way for civil rights legislation, and the proposal 
to go back to it is being made primarily to block 
that legislation once more. Thus the Dixiecrats 
probably can be counted on to a man to vote for 
a return to the old way:of doing business. And 
that will leave the real decision to the 
Republicans. 

However they may feel about supporting civil 
rights or any other part of Mr. Truman’s pro- 
gram, it is to be hoped that they will oppose the 
undoing of this procedural reform. No small 
group of Representatives should have such 
power to keep the House from expressing its 
will, one way or another, on any issue. 
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Argentine-Spanish Rift 

President Peron used Argentine meat and 
wheat to play the politics of starvation as long 
as he was riding high in world trade. It seems | 
no more than justice, poetic and otherwise, 
therefore that inflation at home, dwindling mar- 
kets abroad, and vanishing stores of dollars 
and gold are multiplying his woes. One of the 
most ironic consequences is Argentina’s worsen- 
ing relations with Spain. 

The old Hispanidad tie has not proved strong 
enough to keep relations good between the two 
countries in the face of the trade stringency. 
Peron is pressed for dollars on account of the 
inability of his best customer, Britain, to pay in 
them, and on account of sharply declining trade 
with the United States. Threats of expropria- 
tion contribute further to the drying-up of Ar- 
gentine commerce. — 

Under these pressures, Argentina is demand- 
ing cash from Spain for all purchases, and a 15 
per cent payment on past-due bills. Feeling 
between the two countries has gone so far from 
bad to worse that Madrid is considering sever- 
ance of economic relations, simply out of fear 
that Buew@s Aires may do it first. 

The plight of Argentina, and the ill feeling 
between Argentina and Spain would seem to 
demonstrate anew that economic nationalism is 
as unproductive of good to any country, in the 
long run, as it is dangerous to the peace of all 


countries. 
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Parable for the Atomic Age 

In those days a man discovered a great hot, 
crackling thing which could cook-meat and melt 
iron and warm him in the winter, and he named 
it fire. But though he knew of things which 
might be done with fire, he did them not, for 
war threatened in the valley and he was sore 
afraid.

Pie vs. Ice Cream 


A debate of great moral, economic,. phil- 
osophical, and poetic interest was held the 
other night in the hall of the Philokurian 
Literary Society of Butler College, Ind. 
The high argument was on the question: 
“Resolved, That pie is of greater service 
to mankind than ice cream.” 

The young men who spoke for pie and 
the young women who spoke for ice cream 
showed great store of science, fancy and 
humor. Mr. Robert Matthews lauded pie 
as “the American national dish, the symbol 
of thanksgiving, the embodiment of Amer- 
ican patriotism.” He did not fail to men- 
tion that pie, tried in the oven, is inno- 
cent of bacteria. 

Miss Edith Abbott asserted that pie is 
a death-dealer, and read accounts of sud- 
den death frem pie eating. She quoted 
Mrs. Rohrer, who calls pie “fatal.” 

Mr. Charles F. McElroy read accounts 
of poisonings caused by ice cream, and 
had no difficulty in showing that there are 
more deaths in the ice cream season than 
in the Thanksgiving season. He attacked 
Mrs. Rohrer on the ground that she sought 
to lead young housekeépers away from the 
good old dishes into strange new dishes. 

Miss Charlotte Griggs celebrated ice 
cream because of its “superior elegance.” 
She called ice cream “dainty, refined, and 
esthetic, while pie is commonplace and un- 
romantic.” 

Finally Mr. McElroy held aloft a peach 
pie and chanted its praises. Pie, he said, 
was “the emblem of home and mother.” 
Then he cut the pie into three pieces and 
offered each of the judges a piece, but 
was sternly rebuked by Miss Abbott. 

The judges gave a unanimous opinion 
in favor of ice cream. We have no dis- 
position to question the opinion, but it 
seems a little strange. 

Ice cream delights the throats of mil- 
lions. It might be called the poetry of 
food. When well made it is as healthful 
as health. It steals into the insides with 
a melting austerity, a soft hardness. 

Yet has ice cream done as much or 
nearly as much for civilization as its ruder 
neighbor pie, albeit there are handsome 
and distinguished pies? Take the United 
States, for example. Did the pioneers and 
hunters and trappers, the men with rifle 
and axe, the blazers of clearings, the foun- 
ders of settlements, the Indian fighters, 
the skippers of prairie schooners, the For- 
ty-niners, the builders of colony and State, 
trifle with ice cream? 

No; pie was the nurse of freedom, the 
cheerer of the youth of the nation, the 
strengthener of the rude forefathers of the 
Republic, the fountain of statesmanship and 
the inspirer of victory. Ice credm may be 
more exquisite, but it never had the force 
and fertility of pie. The Butler College 
judges must have been intimidated by the 
young women.

No man begins to know his business as 
a father until he acquires a little diploma- 
cy. What's the use of telling a boy that 
he’s foolish? He won't believe you. You 
only stiffen his resolve into pigheadedness 
and convince bim that you’re a fool. 

Fathers need to be meek. Since the 
world began they have been brow-beat- 
ing their progeny. It is genérally admit- 
ted that civilization is increasing. Each 
generation is better than its predecessor.

Source of Income Growth. 


The President would also have 
done well to remind his listeners 
that the rapid growth in income 
during the last 50 years was made 
possible, not by the politicians, 
but in the main by scientists, en- 
gineers, and other kinds of tech- 
nicians. 

The last half-century has seen 
a technological revolution. It has 
seen the rise of the internal com- 
bustion engine, which was scarce- 
ly in use in 1900, and almost the 
entire rise of the electric power 
industry. In the last 50 years 
there has been a 100-fold increase 
in the use of electric energy in 
production. If each worker today 
produces nearly three times as 
much per hour as the average 
worker did in 1900, it is because 
he has about seven times as much 
mechanical energy per man-hour 
to help him and about 50 per cent 
more capital.

Growth in Output. 

These four obstacles to growth 
in the immediate future do not 
mean that the national output 
cannot be increased by 40 billion 
dollars in the next five years. If 
the obstacles are clearly foreseen, 
they may be surmounted as suc- 
cessfully as were the obstacles to 
a quick and smooth shift from 
war production to peacetime pro- 
duction back in 1945 and 1946. 

There are important favorable 
aspects to the business outlook. 
One is that the year 1949 saw 
important: economic adjustments 
rade without any drop in the 
buying of consumer goods. An- 
other is that there are still enoy- 
mous opportunities for new in- 
vestment. 

The country could well afford, 
for example, to spend billions of 
dollars giving itself a truly mod- 
ern system of through highways, 
thereby greatly increasing the ef- 
ficiency of industry.

Farm Price Aid by U.S. 

Tt made sense to support the 
prices of farm products during 
the war when farm output needed 
to be stimulated. It makes sense 
to support faim prices during 
periods of high unemployment 
when these prices, if left to them- 
selves, .ink very low. 

It does not make sense to sup- 
port farm prices during periods 
of uigh employment, as is being 
done at the present time. In such 
periods, prices of farm products 
should be permitted to find their 
own level. They are not being 
permitted to do this. 

Consequently, major changes 
in the program of supporting 
farm will have to be made 
in the next several years.

By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 
Book Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
wy HE New Yorker’s attitude 
toward anyone who lives 
west of the Hudson River is 
typical of the state of mind that’s 
always found in the great mar- 
ket places of the world. The 
cosmopolite believes that nothing 
ever happens to an outlander 
and that the latter, as a result 
is raw, unformed and probably a 
little weak in the head. New 
York being a super-market its 
inhabitants are naturally more ~ 
intensified in their superiority 
neuroses than the Romans or 
the Viennese or practically any- 
body. 


There are wise New Yorkers, 
to be sure. and New Yorkers who 
are modest and reflective. E. B. 
White is one—or rather both— 
and his recently published mono- 
graph called “‘Here Is New York” 
(Harpers) bears none of the out- 
ward stigmata of Manhattan 
Island insularity. White's de- 
scription of his favorite city has 
a recognizable objectivity.

Although much of the hunting 
in the early history of the sport 
on the Mississippi flyway would 
be classified as ‘“‘pot shooting” 
today, there were some men 
whose exploits as marksmen are 
still remembered. 

Once, while standing on the 
bridge at Spirit Lake in Iowa, 
Fred (Dood) Gilbert called his 
companions’ attention to a single 
mallard that was coming toward 
them and femarked that he 
would drop the bird against the 
railing of the bridge. The story 
is that he did just that. 

In Louisiana, Lola Pizzani bet 
$100 he could take 100 shells 
and return the same evening 
from Lake Boeuf with 100 mal- 
lards. He bagged the 100 birds 
with 95 shells. 

Humor and anecdote are nicely 
mixed with analysis and statistics 
in separate chapters devoted to 
the wildfow! situation in the Da- 
kotas, Michigan, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Ohio, Iowa, Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Missouri, Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana. Leonard 
Halil; author of “Possum Trot 
Farm,’’ writes the Missouri chap- 
ter.

Jimmy Robinson, well-known 
outdoor writer dropped a bor- 
rowed $500 English “double” in 
the icy waters of a Manitoba lake 
while hunting ducks.

NOTHER story tells of the 
J isesveriences but wealthy 

sportsman who, st the end of 
a day’s hunt, inquired of his 
companion why some ducks were 
separated from the others. In- 
formed that the birds in the 
smaller pile were Mergansers 
(fish ducks) and not edible, the 
sportsman said he would give 
them to his brother-in-law as a 
joke. 

The joke boomeranged, for the 
next time the sportsman and his 
wife visited the brother-in-law 
they were invited to stay for din- 
ner — and Mergansers were 
served, 

Some hints for hunters may 
be found in this book. The au- 
thor of the North Dakota chap- 
ter tells how a guide decoyed 
a flock of high-flying ducks by 
beatifg on a dishpan with a 
stick. The effectiveness of news- 
papers as decoys when rolled into 
the general shape of a goose is 
pointed out several times. As 
a Louisiana man said: “The 
power of the press had once 
again been demonstrated, but in 
a way new to me.” 

The chapters on wildfowling 
in Missouri and Arkansas de- 
scribe many of the duck clubs 
owned and used by St. Louisans. 
One in Missouri, for example, 
was Marais Temps Clair. Special 
mention is given to the clubs of 
Edgar Queeny, John and Spencer 
Olin, and Joseph Pulitzer in Ar- 
kansas. 

A tremendous lift for hunters, 
who, as duck callers, find diffi- , 
culty giving the proper pitch 
to the “highball’ and _ the 
“chuckles,” is found in the chap- 
ter on duck calling. Wallace H. 
Claypool, who has won the na- 
tional duck calling contest, says: 
“Ducks want to come in 75 per 
cent of the time before they will 
decoy, regardless of who is call- 
ing or how the call is made.”’

How Evil Was Punished in the Wi Id West — 
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FRONTIER JUSTICE, by Wayne Gard.

T SEEMS incredible that wp 
| « about 1900 an effective, 

formal and legal system of 
law enforcement was not uni- 
formly spread over the country 
west of the Mississippi. Yet up 
to that time the administration 
of justice frequently was infor- 
mal, extra-legal, summary and 
gruesomely effective. 

For many years after Western 
settlement was begun, funda- 
mentally decent people were 
without legal means to punish 
the many evil-doers—far out of 
proportion to the sparse popula- 
tion—who beset them. In the 
absence of a regularly estab- 
lished or honestly functioning 
police power and of courts, or- 
ganized bands of otherwise law- 
abiding settlers took matters 
into their own capable hands. 

There were two capital crimes: 
murder and _. horse-theft, for 
which hundreds of rascals 


stretched hemp on gallows hast- 


ily improvised by “vigilantes” 
hell-bent on swift justice, or suc- 
cumbed to lead poison while re- 
sisting capture. 


Usually there was a brief trial 
in which the prisoner and his 
witnesses, if any, were permitted 
their say; and sometimes pro- 
ceedings took on the solemnity 
of a formal court, with its of- 


ficers and a jury. Usually, too, 
the evidence against a culprit 
was so overwhelming before he 
was nabbed that trial proceed- 
ings merely represented a con- 
cession to sensitive citizens.

sense of fairness often led 
citizen groups openly to warn 
crooks what would happen if they 
didn’t mend their ways or get 
out. In a number of such cases 
whole gangs lit out. For thus 
summarily dealing with frontier 
crime the vigilantes have been 
severely criticized and sometimes 
heartly condemned; but no one 
has yet suggested what else, in 


the absence or collapse of en- 
forcement agencies, could have 
been done to effectively protect 
honest frontier citizens from 
criminals.

Texas, ‘‘the law west of the Pe- 
cos,”’ and Isaac C. Parker, Mis- 
sourian by adoption, who later 
became the fearless Federal 
judge for the Western District 
of Arkansas, including’ the 
bandit-infested Indian Territory. 

This needed work puts to- 
gether hundreds of little pieces 
and fuses them Into a balanced, 
understandable whole story of 
justice in the Wild West. More, 
it emerges as a documented 
study of the evolution of law 
enforcement on our last frontier, 
It is absorbing but not sensa- 
tional, and it’s bloody well true.

And the Night Shall 
Be Filled With Noise

HEN the tribal customs of the twentieth century American 
are studied by future historians and anthropologists the 
latter, no doubt, will conclude that the “rush hour” and 
“cocktail mind were two expressions describing the same 
phenomenon. The persistent 
investigator may discover 
that in one instance a miscel- 
laneous assortment of hu- 
manity were being moved 
from one place to another in 
-a conveyance known as a bus 
(short for omnibus or carry- 
all) and that in the other they 
were standing still. In both 
cases however each member 
of the assemblage was trying 
to upset the law of physics 
which held that no two bodies 
could occupy the same space 
at the same time. 
From this the patient in- 
quirer might infer that some 


ing practiced, since the evi- 
dence showed that the assem- 
bly was composed of volun- 
tary participants and not slaves who had been scourged 
to their pl by the knout. This conclusion would be 
only half-wrong. The conditions of the rush hour are endured 
out of necessity like the dentist’s drill. But the cocktail party 
is undoubtedly a tribal ceremony with special observances 
and requirements that have already hardened into a tradition. 
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Being a gregarious animal, man has always 
sought enjoyment in the company of his fellows. The 
lodge night, the student, drinking bout, the clambake, 
the Royal levee, the literary tea, etc, ete., have re- 
curred throughout history under slightly differing 
forms.

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@ THIS EYE-TO-EYE and cheek-by-jowl proximity was not, 
perhaps, one of the original purposes behind this institution. 
Like other social practices that have become formalized it 
developed gradually, even innocently.

We don’t live in the 
Municipal Auditorium.” 

Three days later Mme. X checked over her list 
and let out a yell. What with one addition and an- 
other she had invited 75 people to her party and 
where was she going to put them? Well, they all 
came and they all got in without shedding more than 
a few buttons. 
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@ AFTER THAT Mme. X didn't worry about the size of her 
living room; nor does anybody. It is generally assumed that 
the human body is capable of indefinite shrinkage and that 
everybody has ample room as long as he can guide a dry 
martini to his mouth without pouring half of it down his 
neighbor's ear. A guest does not take it amiss, however, if he 
finds somebody's elbow playing fast and loose with his ribs. 
Nothing personal is intended. The lady simply has no other 
place to put her elbow at the moment and is prepared to 
take as good as she sends. 
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But every party veteran knows by now—and has 
known since the roaring °20s—that he must be condi- 
tioned for the fray. He can’t take on a cocktail bout 
if he’s weak on his pins and his breath is short. A 
sound footing is essential not only because one must 

_ stand for hours but also to avoid a possible fatality; 
for anyone who lost his balance and fell to the fleor 
during a temp@rary shifting of the crowd might not be 
discovered for hours. Certainly no one would hear 
his cries for help. You could fire a pistol at most 
cocktail without being noticed as long as you 
kept the muzzle below the sight line. That’s the reason 
why lung power has become an important social ac- 
complishment. You don’t have to say anything that 
makes sense; you merely have to open your mouth 
and produce some kind of sound that’s sure to be 
audible for two feet.

@ A FRIEND recently confided that he found cocktail 
parties very restful for it was the one type of social convoca- 
tion where thinking and the formulation of thought into words 
could be reduced to the absolute minimum. He realizes the 
full value of this mental vacation by using two or three stock 
phrases over and over again in every sort of conversational 
exchange. 

If his partner seems to be asking a question he answers: 
“Well, yes and no,” or “There are two ways of looking at a 
matter of that sort.” If his partner has merely paused for 
breath or to find out if he’s still listening he cocks his head 
and says: “How interesting.” If there’s a long pause indicating 
that a period has been reached he says: “I should like to hear 
you develop that thought at length some time.” 

With this meager reportory of responses he goes through 
party after party and season after season. Not everybody can 
play this game of course. If many tried it the Niagaran roar 
of sound would be interrupted oftener and oftener by thick 
wedges of silence.

SNYDER, Tex., Jan. 14. 


HE most arresting thing about 
T this fabulous cow-and-cotton 

town of the West Texas flat- 
lands is that the region’s hard- 
riding boosters, though not nor- 
mally at a loss for superlatives, 
are reluctant to brag about it. 
Long before you hit Snyder, 240 
miles west of Fort Worth, folks 
will answer inquiries about the, 
place with an enigmatic smile and 
a laconic: “You'll see.” 

Nobody, it seems safe to pre- 
dict, is going to be more sur- 
prised at what has happened here 
than the Collector of Internal 
Revenue. Come March 15, about 
75 old-timers in Seurry county are 
expected to indicate on their in- 
come tax returns that they are 
in the heady process of becoming 
millionaires without moving a 
muscle. Hundreds of their neigh- 
bors won’t be too far behind in 
the acquisition of sudden riches. 

Oil did it. Major petroleum 
producers who let local leases 
lapse at $1 and $2 an acre as re- 
cently as two years ago are still 
kicking their corporate shins, but 
the black gold that made more 
than one Texas hamlet boom— 
and bust—seems to be every- 
where. 

The Union Baptist Church has 
its well in and so have the Metho- 
dists across the road. The Country 
Club is encircled by gushers and 
it would be a miracle if there 
were no oil under it. Members 
already are dreaming of a Holly- 
wood-style swimming pool and 
golf course to match. There are 
indications that the lushest oil 
field since the East Texas find in 
1930 extends right under the town 
itself. The eity council has acted 
to permit drilling within munici- 
pal borders and the first rig has 
moved in. 

The bonanza has barely begun. 
First the experts talked about a 
billion barrels being lodged in the 
porous limestone “pay” formation 
known as the Canyon Reef. Other 
experts then upped the ante to 
10 billion barrels. Since then, oil 
was discovered in the next county 
and there is yet no inkling how 
far the field will reach. State 
regulatory officials are calling it 
“one giant pool of billions of bar- 
rels” and point out that this love- 
ly subterranean lake is still un- 
plored at the north and south 
ends. 

Non-Texans wanting to bring 
these astronomical statistics down 
to earth will find it helpful to 
keep in mind that the country’s 
total crude oil reserves have been 
estimated at 23 billion barrels 
and that each barrel currently 
brings about $2.50. The kind of 
crude struck in Scurry county ts 
of the high gravity type that goes 
into gasoline rather than lesser 
grade fuels. It doesn't even give 

off much of an odor. 


Oil brought action to Snyder. 
Within a year its population 
jumped from 4500 to an estimated 
17,000 and the Chamber of Com- 
merce thinks the trailers sprout- 
ing on every lot where super. 
markets and. motor courts aren’t 
literally rising out of the dust 
may now number 3000. The 
bank’s deposits have reached $16,- 
700,000 and a second bank is’ g0- 
ing into business. 
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UT you don’t have to strike oil 
Bro make a fortune. Half of one 
vacant downtown lot worth 
about $1000 before the boom just 
found an eager buyer at $25,000. 
Businesses are springing up and 
some sell out at fantastic profits 
within weeks.

farmers and sharp promoters hag- 
gle for leases on land that may 
be worth millions tomorrow — 
and maybe not. 

Bing Crosby and Bob Hope have 
a substantial stake in the Scurry 
strike (“California can 
have its orange juice,” the Great 
Wit quipped as he wrapped up a 
bottle of oil for his crooning part- 
ner who couldn’t get away from 
Hollywood), and it is said that 
Henry Ford II, Don Ameche and 
Randolph Scott likewise have in- 
terests nearby. But the average 
fellow who is reaping the richest 
harvest off land that not long ago 
seemed to buckle under. the 
weight of mortgages has never 
been near a movie set. 
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AKE C. Wray Huckabee, a rud- 

dy-faced, slow spoken cotton 

and maize farmer who came 
here from Comanche County, Tex- 
as, 44 years ago and now finds 
himself the owner of the four wells 
(three are “in” and the fourth one 
is on the way) from which Hope 
and Crosby are drawing their oil 
money. 

Huckabee wail remembers the 
dry, dreary years of 1929, 1930 
and 1931 when the land gave out 
and eggs were selling at six cents 
a dozen. Not a loquacious sort, 
he remembers that he was in the 
red “some” and would have gone 
into debt far more if somebody 
had only extended him credit. 

Most likely he endured the 
hardship of those days as stoically 
as he views the prospects of a 
$4000-a-month income from the 
oil wells on his 160 acres. He 
has heard experts say his wells 
are good for 15 or even 25 years 
and he is inclined to give cre- 
dence to these rosy reports be- 
cause his neighbors to either 
side, Bill Castleman and Joe 
O’Neil, are said to hold proper- 
ties worth $36,000,000. Both hap- 
pened to be lawyers with a. han- 
kering to go into the oil game 
during Snyder’s pre-boom days. 
Greenhorns that they were they 
“got. stuck” with local leases. 

What’s Huckabee going ta do 
Like most 
of Snyder’s newly rich he hasn't 
the slightest idea. “It’s cOme so 
quick people don’t know what to 
do with it,” his wife suggests, 
and ‘Huckabee, who is 57, an- 
nounces candidly: “I don’t know 
nothin but farmin’ and I like to 
live a few more years just know- 
ing I'll have a little money 
around.” He won't even wear 
the fancy hand-painted necktie 
showing oil wells that his .chil- 
dren bought him. If you call on 
him at his modest frame farm 
home chances are he'll be wear- 
ing a khaki Army shirt with the 
sergeant’s stripes torn off but 
their tracés still plainly visibile. 

Sporting a fancy oil man’s 
cravat is the sole concession to 
wealth made thus far by J. M. 
Newton, 58-year-old owner of the 
Red and White Grocery just off 
the court house square. New- 
ton came to Snyder 36 years ago 
and bought 241142 acres of land 
at $21 an acre just a few years 
back only “for the fun of it and 
so I'd have some place to go 
when I close up.”

KANSAS CITY, Jan. 14. 


DETECTIVE riding in the 
North Side recognized a group

far greater influence are the 
gangsters closely allied. with 
Charles Binaggio, the new politi- 
cal power of Kansas City and 
local representative of the Chi- 
cago Capone syndicate. Most of 
these major figures were big 
wheels in the wide-open days of 
the 1930s, when they took their 
orders from Boss Tom Pender- 
gast and John Lazia. 

At the top of the pile then, 
and still at the top today are the 
following: 

Charles Vincenzo (Charley the 


’ Wop) Carollo, the “big man” of 


the gambling rackets from 1934 
to 1939, when the annual “take” 
was about $20,000,000 a year. 


Charles Gargotta, gangster 
caught red-handed at the scene 
of a killing, whose case was con- 
tinued 27 times and finally dis- 
missed; later went to prison on a 
reduced charge; arrested more 
than 40 times in the last 30 
years. 

James Balestrere, reputed head 
of the Mafia; secret Italian black- 
hand society; considered by some 
to be the real head of the old 
gambling syndicate, the ~ “most 
powerful Italian west of Chi- 
cago” and the present “chairman 
of the board” in gang circles. 

Gaetano (Tano) Lacoco, alias 
Thomas Lococo, alias Young Tony 
and Young Tom Locco, partner 
in the gambling rackets, rarely 
convicted but arrested often; ques- 
tioned after the Union Station 
massacre, as were Carollo, Bales- 
trere and Gargetta. 

Anthony R. (Tony) Gizzo, nar- 
cotics dealer and Capone syndi- 
cate beer salesman, partner of 
Binaggio in many business enter- 
prises, handbook operator and 
partner in racing news business. 
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HESE are the principal gang 

figures, immediately below Bi- 

naggio in rank. Of co-equal 
status with the gangsters in the 
list of grand jury witnesses are 
several political associates of Bi- 
naggio, some of whom also have 
criminal records. The more im- 
portant ones are: 

Henry McKissick, second only 
to Binaggio in political influence 
in the North Side organization; 
former head of the old Fifteenth 
Street Democratic faction; former 
justice of the peace and saloon- 
keeper; acquitted of vote fraud; 
jovial fishing and hunting com- 
panion of judges and other office- 
holders. 

Tim Moran, gambler and poli- 
tician; former stalwart in the 
Tom Pendergast organization. 

George R. Clark, former assess- 
or of Jackson county, acquitted

Morris (Snag) Klein, gambler, 
close political associate of Binag- 
gio; sentenced to 18 months in 
prison for vote fraud.

Police records of these promi- 
nent gang and political figures 
were withheld by the Binaggio- 
eontrolled Board of Police Com- 
missioners on the ground that 
publication might subject these 
persons to “blackmailing.” How- 
ever, over a period of years, the 
criminal records of most of these 
men have been given wide pub- 
licity, in St. Louis as well as in 
Kansas City, 

Moon-faced Carollo succeeded 
Johnny Lazia as political and 
crime overlord of the North Side 
Italian faction, after Lazia was 
machine-gunned to death in 1934. 
Lazia, who spoke of his “love” 
for Pendergast on his death bed, 
had been the unofficial chief of 
police of Kansas City. 

Carollo had served Lazia as 
bodyguard and was with him the 
night he was murdered. Before 
Carollo rose to the rank of “big 
man” in the rackets, he was the 
principal “collector” for the syn- 
dicate. The, organization took 
about 45 per cent of the income 
from each gambling joint in the 
city in return for freedom from 
police interference. As much as 
40 per cent of that “take” was de- 
livered to Pendergast by Carollo. 
Pendergast needed lots of money 
for his $1000-a-day horserace 
betting. He was the No. 1 horse- 
race betting sucker of the entire 


country. 
CC come a United States citizén, 

entered this country from Italy 
in 1906, when he was 3 years old. 
His crime career began with an 
arrest for robbery when he was 21. 
He advanced in the ranks of the 
North Side gang until he became 
the “notorious link between pom 
word “became law in the under- 
world,” a Government agent tes- 
tified later. 

Carollo had full entree to the 
offices of high city officials. He 
was seen entering and leaving the 
private offices of the city manag- 
er. Almost every day he visited

fice at headquarters. 

When Carollo wanted to “muscle 
in” on the highly profitable For- 
tune Skill-Ball Club, a big gam- 
bling establishment started in 
1934 by two men from Los An- 
geles, he simply demanded they 
give him a half interest. He told 
them his name was worth some- 
thing to the business because the 
police would let the club alone if 
they knew Carollo was a partner. 
Then Carollo decided he wanted 
the whole business, not just a 
half interest. In March 1938 he 
sent a bill of sale and $10,000 to 
the original owners, Joseph Zer- 
mansky and Barney Morris. They 
had to accept. 

From 1935 to 1938, Carollo col- 
lected for himself $288,000 from 
the gambling racket, but neglect- 
ed to report any of that money 
in his income tax returns. His 
net income for the four years 
was $654,000. Childishly simple 
books kept by the Fortune Club 
showed the four. owners—Carollo,

the greed of the syndicate and 
its political partner, Pendergast. 


From more than 30 night clubs, 
cigar stores and gambling places, 
Carollo collected sums ranging 
from $200 to $15,000 a year. From 
5000 slot machines, the gang col- 
lected over $1,000,000 a year. 
Forty handbooks controlled by 
the syndicate poured in enormous 
earnings. 


No gambling house could oper- 
ate without Carollo’s blessing. He 
also took over a beverage racket 
and other Lazia enterprises to 
feather his nest and even found 
time to acquire a deputy con- 
stable’s commission, This made 
his gun-toting legal. 

Finally, Carollo was sentenced 
to six years and a day for evad- 
ing income taxes, use of the mails 
to defraud (sending the bill of 
sale and money through the mail) 
and perjury. He drew an addi- 
tional two years when he was un- 
able to settle his income tax 
debt. 

After he had served one-third 
of his time, efforts were made to 
deport him. Apparently nothing 
came of that, however, because 
he is still in Kansas City. 

While in Leavenworth, Carollo 
became involved in a plot to 
smuggle in narcotics and liquor. 
As punishment he was trans- 
ferred to Alcatraz, the “Rock” in 
San Francisco bay, where the 
most-hardened criminals are im- 


‘prisoned. 


Released from Alcatraz in 1946, 
Carollo was the last of the Pen- 
dergast henchmen to get out of 
prison. His term also was the 
longest. Now he is the financial 
backer for taverns and fruit mar- 
kets, and a loyal lieutenant of 
the new political kingpin, Bi- 
naggio. 

When Binaggio takes a business

pone representative there, former 
Sheriff John Dougherty, he is 
usually accompanied by Gargotta. 

Gargotta, born in Kansas City, 
has been arrested more than 40 
times in 30 years. He has been 
charged with liquor law viola- 
tions, gambling, murder, carrying 
concealed weapons, robbery, auto 
theft, extortion, attempted bur- 
glary and vagrancy. All the 
charges were dismissed—except 
the assault to kill charge grow- 
ing out of his attempted mur- 
der of former Sheriff Tom Bash, 
for which he finally served 19 
months,

ARGOTTA also was convicted 
(50 possession of two stolen 

Army pistols, which he used in 
killing a liquor racketeer, Ferris 
Anthon, and in trying to kill the 
Sheriff. The sentence for the 
stolen pistols was reversed, how- 
ever. 

A city detective saved Gargotta 
the first time he was tried on the 
stolen pistols charge. The de- 
tective, Leonard L. Claiborne, 
lied on the witness stand. He 
hoped his false testimony would 
get him a promotion but instead 
he was sentenced to four years 
in prison for perjury. Claiborne 
admitted he switched tags on a 
pistol found on Gargotta and an- 
other pistol found near the scene 
of the Anthon murder. 

Gargotta’s name became sy- 
nonymous with the breakdown 
of law enforcement and the tieup 
between crime and politics, when 
he succeeded for five years in 
escaping any penalty for his part 
in the Anthon murder. : 

That case also played a big 
part in the removal from office 
of Prosecuting Attorney W. W. 
(Tom) Graves of Jackson county,

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through 27 terms of court. The 
Missouri Supreme Court removed 
Graves for neglect of duty. 
Sheriff Bash was returning 
from an ice cream social with 
his wife on an August night in 
1933 when he heard shots. He 
drove up as two gangsters started 
to escape in an automobile, after 
they had murdered Anthon. Bash 
fired his riot gun at the automo- 
bile and killed Sam Scola and 
Gus Fasone. (Thus he “solved” a 
gang killing, the only one ever 


solved in Kansas City.) Gargotta, 


who was on foot and who had 
taken part in the killing of An- 
thon, advanced on the sheriff and 
fired at him until his pistol was 
empty. Then Gargotta pleaded for 
his life. Bash spared him. 
SS 2 

FTER five years of continu- 
ances, the murder charge 
against Gargotta was dismissed 
by Prosecutor Graves. Then Gar- 
gotta was reindicted on an as- 
sault charge by a grand jury, as 
part of former Gov. Lloyd C. 
Stark’s drive to clean up Kansas 
City. Gargotta pleaded guilty and 
served 19 months of his three- 
year sentence. He was released 
on a merit parole in January 1941. 

Balestrere, a shadowy figure in 
the Kansas City underworld 
(there are no known pictures of 
him), is considered by some to 
be the real head, or “chairman 
of the board” of the underworld. 
His position as local head of the 
Mafia would give him pre-emi- 
nence, even over Binaggio and 
other men thought to be active 
in the Mafia, like Gargotta, Ca- 
rollo and Gizzo. 

In the days when a visitor 
could find a blackjack, chuck-a- 
luck, craps or poker game in any 
downtown gambling establish- 
ment, some thought the real head 
of the syndicate was Balestrere, 
not Lazia or Carollo. 

Not much is known about Bal- 
estrere’s career. Born in Italy, 
he was naturalized in 1922. For 
years he operated a grocery, then 
a garage business. His partner in 
a drug store in 1924 was John 
Blando, now a liquor dealer, who 
has one of three Schenley dis- 
tributorships in this area and who 
took over some additional Schen- 
ley lines after the murder of 
Wolf C. Rimann, — 

Lacoco’s record was among 
those removed from police files 
in the 1930s. Kansas City Star 
reporters have reconstructed it 
from their own files and from 
FBI records. These show that 
Lacoco first was arrested in 1913 
as a vagrant and received a 10- 
day jail sentence. In 1919 he was 
arrested in an investigation of the 
theft of $6000 worth of furs, but 
the charge was dropped. In 1923, 
he and Gargotta were arrested on 
prohibition charges but released.

giaracina, is one of the few big- 
time gangsters of Kansas City 
who has aée record liberally 
sprinkled with convictions. In 
1925 he drew a five-year term at 
the State Training School at 
Boonville for highway robbery, 
but he served only 15 days. 


Two years later, when he was 
only 19, Mag confessed. a series 
of holdups with four companions. 
Their signal to draw revolvers 
was “shoulder arms!” and their 
¢rimes became known as the mili- 
tary holdups. Mag was not con- 
victed, however. The next year 
he was identified as the driver 
of a sedan used in a $50,000 
bank holdup. Again he was in- 
dicted but not convicted. Then 
in 1929 he received a sentence 
of a year and a day in a federal 
reformatory for violating the pro- 
hibition law. His surety on a $75,- 
000 bond was Joe DiGiovanni, one 
of three brothers who are said 
to be “backers” of Binaggio. 

In September, 1935, Mag re- 
ceived a five-months’ jail term for 
theft from an interstate shipment 
and, two months later, a three- 
months’ sentence for another 
liquor law violation. In 1937, he 
received a five-year sentence for 
stealing $4500 worth of furs. And 
in 1939, he was sentenced to a 
three-year term for auto theft.

UT Johnny Mag not always 
B pays for his crimes. In 1934 

he was charged with first- 
degree murder after two women 
identified his picture as resem- 
bling a man who shot and killed 
their companion, Lloyd Billings, in 
front of the Silver Moon night 
club. The women also gave police. 
a license number of the mur- 
derer’s car, which proved to be 
Mag’s. 

Sixteen days after the shooting, 
he surrendered to police. He was 
arraigned before a justice of the 
peace. But then the case was 
continued 21 times and there were 
two changes of venue. Finally 
the charge was dismissed for 
“want of prosecution.” No wit- 
nesses were called by the State. 
One woman witness said she ap- 
peared 21 times to testify and did 
not know until later that the case 
had been. dropped. She related 
she was offered bribes not to tes- 
tify, was threatened with injury 
when she rejected the bribes and 
was subjected to sneering remarks 
by courtroom spectators. 

Joe Lascuola (Joe School) is 
another gang figure with many 
arrests but relatively few convic- 
tions. In 1921, he went to jail for 
six months for possession of nar- 
cotics. Three years later, he was 
arrested after an explosion and 
fire in which 13 Negroes and two 
firemen were killed. Evidence 
was obtained that Lascuola had 
bought 30 10-gallon cans and 
after the fire, 25 of the cans were 
found near the scene, partly filled 
with gasoline and kerosene. Las- 
cuola was indicted on five charges 
of first-degree murder and five 
charges of arson. But all the 
charges were dropped for lack of 
evidence. He has also been ar- 
rested in investigations of shoot- 
ings, holdups, murders and elec- 
tion day sluggings but all these 
charges were dropped.

Mrs. Eiseman was a member of the board of directors of 
the Social Planning Council for three years; and a member 
of the board of directors of the Clayton Public Library at the 
time it was formed.

One of her outstanding contributions has been 
in a post which she has held since 1938, as chairman of 
the St. Louis County State Department of Public 
Health and Welfare, formerly known as the Social Se- 
gurity Commission. This department supervises old 
age assistance, aid to dependent children and general 
relief, Another division is the Child Welfare Serv- 
ices. Here again Mrs. Eiseman was one of a group 
which organized the county unit, which is partially 
financed by local county funds. She has served as 
chairman since its inception.

N an era where the trend in

In fact, if the scale tips either 
way, the game is far to the side of the woman or girl who 
received so much because she shares her skill, her time, her 
talent, in bringing enjoyment to others,” Mrs. Mitchell says. 

Special points in the Y. W. C. A. program where women 
and girls with time and talents to share can serve are given 
by Mrs. Mitchell as follows: Women to entertain children in 
the play room while mothers participate in gym, swimming, 
sewing, millinery, or other classes; young couples to act as 
chaperon for teen towns, for groups to and from Scott Field, 
and the co-ed yearly open house functions; women as ad- 
visors for clubs; choral club leaders—pianist for group singing; 
instructors in crafts, millinery, bridge, etc., in the evenings; 
a receptionist for one evening, to relieve staff for other serv- 
ices; clerical help for mailing and other duties,

by the feeling that, despite its 
tremendous proportions, this 
room manages to achieve an air 
of warmth and friendly hospitali- 
ty. Possibly this is due, in some 
measure, to the fact that not one 
but two fireplacés provide focal 
gathering points, each almost a 
small and intimate room within 
itself. However, because of the 
similarity of treatment of these 
two centers of interest, a spirit 
of unity is achieved. 

The twin mantels of white 
wood, interestingly carved, are set 
off to advantage by the deep slate 
blue tone used to paint the sur- 
round of the openings, and by 
the handsome Italian gilt mirrors 
which hang on the chimney 
breasts. The integration of the 
two ends of the room is further 
accomplished by the use of the 
same chintz on the couches and 
chairs which form conversational 
groupings around each fireplace.

The final decorative device to 
draw the two ends of the room 
into a unified whole is the treat- 
ment of the center space between 
them.

On the opposite side of the hall 
from this drawing room is the 
dining room where, again, a feel- 
ing of elegance coupled with sim- 
plicity creates an atmosphere of 
quiet hospitality. Lofty ceilings, a 
handsomely detailed fireplace, and 
spacious windows provide a per- 
fect setting for the fine antique 
furnishings. Above a simple, white 
wood dado, walls are done in a 
soft blue paper patterned in an 
all-over floral design in deep 
beige.

The master bedroom, again, 
achieves that combination of dig- 
nity with charm that goes with 
gracious living.

In addition, there are inscriptions in 
French on its back saying that Van Gogh had traded it for 
some Japanese drawings, and purportedly tracing subsequent 
ownership. The yan in question is almost a mirror image of 
an authentic self-portrait owned by Maurice Wertheim and 
valued at more than $100,000. 

However, V. W. van Gogh, the artist's nephew and owner 
of the largest collection of his works, has expressed doubt that 
the painting is genuine. The crossfire of opinions came at an 
embarrassing time for New York's Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
It had arranged for a great Van Gogh exhibition, of which the 
major part was to be the nephew’s collection. V. W. van Gogh, 
fearing his collection might be impounded in a possible law 
suit by Goetz, refused to bring it over from Holland until assur 
of legal immunity. | 

The museum asked a group of four art experts, George 


Stout, James Plaut, Sheldon Keck and Alfred Barr Jr., to study 
Goetz’s painting. The jury reported that despite several affirma- 
tive indications, it could not certify the painting as genuine. Its 
finding was based mainly on “numerous features which are 
rare or non-exisient in the known works of Van Gogh.” These 
included “haphazard brush strokes, weakness in drawing and 
uncertain modeling of the head.” The “accumulation of adverse 


points,’ the jury reported, was “too great to be counterbalanced.” 


For the defense, Dr. J. B. de la Faille, author of several 
books on Van Gogh, contends that this is an experimental study 
by an artist known to have a passion for experiment, that similar 
brush strokes appear in his still life, ‘Irises,’ that a falsifier 
would have employed a more typical and plausible technique. 
Goetz, who has been offered full refund of his purchase price, 
plans to have further study made of the painting. 

The jury's decision cleared the way for the exhibition to 
go on, but with overtones of bitter irony. 

Throughout his career, Van Gogh lived meagerly on an 
allowance from his brother Theo as canvases spread with his 
brilliant, swirling colors accumulated in his room. Van Gogh 
received only a negligible total for the few paintings he sold. 
After Vincent shot. himself 60 years ago, most of his works re- 
mained with Theo, who was an art dealer. Theo died soon after 
the artist, leaving what was to become a treasure worth millions

While the 
movements may appear simple and are only filler in Carts’ act, they took 
years to master and some are more difficult to execute than the tricks which 
are the main part of the act. 

The manipulations—"flashy stuff,” Carts calls them—give the audience 
something to watch while he explains what his next trick will be; they’‘re 
part of what showmen term “selling the act.” His specialty is the venerable 
business of producing from a well shuffled deck any cards named by the 
audience. In doing this, he is served not only by nimble fingers but by a 
specially trained memory. With only a fleeting glance at the cards, he can oil all &®

e REFRIGERATOR dough may be stored for several days 
and hot rolls made from it quickly as needed. The 
: chilling retards the yeast action. When rolls are wanted, 
a portion*of the dough is shaped, set to rise and baked. 
Helen Rogers, home economist for the Wheat Flour In- 
stitute who was in St. Louis recently, makes a variety of rolls 
from a basic refrigerator dough. By changing the form, a 
different hot roll can be served at every meal. To make the 
basic dough she softens yeast in lukewarm water. Sugar, 
salt, and shortening or butter are added to scalded milk, 
which is then cooled to lukewarm. Next two cups of flour are 
mixed thoroughly with the milk mixture. The egg and soft- 
ened yeast then are stirred in and dough is beaten well. 
Enough of remaining flour to make a soft dough is added. 
Dough is kneaded on a floured towel until smooth and satiny, 
then placed in a greased bowl, and top brushed lightly with 
melted shortening. Bowl is covered and set in refrigerator. 
When rolls are to be made up amount of the dough 
needed is allowed to rise in a warm place until it has doubled 
in bulk. Dough is then punched down, turned out on ‘a floured 
towel, shaped into rolls, placed on a greased baking sheet 
and allowed to rise until rolls are double in bulk. Risen rolls 
are baked in a hot oven (425 degrees) for 15 or 20 minutes. 
For butterscotch pecan rolls, dough is rolled into a long 
narrow sheet one-half inch thick, brushed with melted butter, 
and sprinkled with brown sugar. Dough is then rolled like a 
jelly roll and cut across. Each piece is set in a muffin cup 
containing pecans and brown sugar, baked like plain rolls. 
INGREDIENTS: For refrigerator dough: Two package 
dry or two cakes fresh yeast, one-half cup lukewarm water, 
one and one-half cups milk, one-half cup sugar, two tea- 
spoons salt, one-fourth cup shortening, one or two eggs, about 
five and one-half cups enriched flour. For ae roll filling: 
One-half cup melted butter, one and one-half cups brown 
sugar, one cup pecans. Amounts make about four dozen rolls.

WASHINGTON. 
E’RE THE CORNIEST two people in America,” giggled the Veep’s 
lady, flashing her ever-ready smile, “and we're thrilled that 
everyone's being corny along with us.” 

The decade’s most famous honeymoon had scarcely begun, yet 
already 38-year-old Jane Rucker Hadley and 72-year-young William 
Alben Barkley had set a pattern of pleasant adjustment. The Vice- 
President's kissing-in-public had dwindled below zero. As bridegroom 
he skipped the nuptial kiss and, after the ceremony, refused to oblige 
cameramen. The bride has given up cigarettes because her husband 
avoids tobacco. Alben admires long hair, so Jane is letting her curly 
bob grow. Together, they’re saying “no” to desserts, potatoes, rice. 

What's the Second Lady of the Land really like? Well, brand-new 
Mrs. Barkley's medium-tall, femininely-curvaceous, owns lovely legs, 
fine ankles. She’s pinkcheeked, dimpled, with perfect teeth and dark 
curls. Her wide; thick-lashed eyes, sensitive to light and mood, change 
almost imperceptibly from gray-blue to pale, gold-fiecked green. She 
fairly tingles with health and is much prettier than her pictures. 

Her mother says Jane’s a devoted daughter, “mighty nice to live 


Don't be afraid 
to use “baby talk” 
with your child 


Among other findings: by 12 months, 
girls tend to outdistance boys in acquiring 
new sounds. On the other hand, boys soon’ 
beat girls in the amount of chattering 
they do. While they use fewer sounds, 
they use them more often. 

But, girl or boy, even in the earliest 
days, it isn’t the gibberish you may think 
it is. Irwin has found a definite series of 
stages—an orderly speech development. 


Vowels Come First 


The whole first six months is largely a 
vowel period. Listen carefully and you'll 
hear increasing use of “u” as in “cut,” “e” 
as in “‘feet,” “i” as in “it,” and other vowel 
sounds. Consonants only crop up occa- 
sionally. 

Then, in the second half year, most 
children begin using consonants, adding 
them to the vowels in a bewildering array 
of seemingly meaningless combinations. 
Over and over, baby repeats the combina- 
tions, often varying both the pitch and 
intensity. 

This is baby talk or babbling. And this, 
Irwin emphasizes, is a significant stage. 
What baby is trying to do is to get the feel 
of sounds with tongue, lips and cheeks. 
He’s actually practising speech. : 

For years, some child experts have 
frowned on adult baby talk—on any tend- 
ency of parents to babble back to Junior. 
Never speak to baby, they’ve warned; ex- 
cept in correct language. 

“Nonsense,” Irwin snorts. “Prattle as 


WHAT DOES JUNIOR SAY? 


Most babies begin struggling with sen- 
tences sometime after their 15th month. 
These are words they use most: 
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‘much as you like. If you suddenly have 
an overpowering urge to say ‘goo-goo,’ 
Say it. If baby says, ‘di, di, di’ don’t stand 
mute. Answer in kind! Adding q few trills 
like the sound of a pained turtle dove 
won't hurt either.” 

True, it’s been accepted principle for 
years that normal speech development 
depends largely upon an adequate speech 
environment; that, for example, a two- 
year-old child from a normal home will 
be far ahead of a child of the same age 
from an orphanage—all because the latter 
hears less adult speech. 

Baby’s speech, the psychologist points

out, develops best if he hears sounds he, 
too, is capable of making. Adult baby talk 


- fills a need. The father who will teach six- 


year-old Junior how to catch a football 
wouldn't, at that age, try to teach him the 
intricacies of the Notre Dame football 
system; no school teacher begins arith- 
metic with a lesson in fractions. 

Parent prattling, after all, is simplified 
speech. For baby’s prattling isn’t un- 
ordered, amorphous. It’s purposeful ex- 
perimenting and he needs help in it. The 
help may have even more than a speech 
value, too. “My diagnosis,” Irwin says, “of 
the mental limitations of Hitler and Mus- 
solini is that their parents did not prattle 
soft sounds and sweet nothings to them 
in infancy.” 


How to Help Him 


There comes a time to go beyond prat- 
tling, of course—usually around the be- 
ginning of the second year. There will 
still be babbling, but amidst it you will 


| discover baby trying to pronounce words. 


Say “tick, tick” and he may come back 
with “ti, ti.” Offer him “chicken,” and he 
may approximate it at first with “tick, 
tick,” later with “chick.” 

As words become imminent, Irwin sug- 
gests you take your child around the 
house, allow him to touch and handle 
objects while you repeatedly pronounce 
their names. 

Prattle for him at the prattle stage 
and repeat words at the word stage. 

Irwin’s studies offer.a clue to another 
old problem of parents: determining 
whether their infant’s speech develop- 
ment is progressing normally. 

By painstaking measurement, he has 
found that there’s a regular rate at which 
the number of sounds uttered by average 
babies increases from age level to age 
level. In fact, he has it down to a definite 
formula, which, when plotted on a graph, 
indicates that as baby grows older he 
continues to acquire new sounds but at a 
rate that declines gradually with years. 
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What kind of a car does President Truman take when he 
wants to drive to his mountain retreat?

One day, discussing recipes tensely, he inter- 
rupted, “Lucky for me: I’ve heard they're giving away a bottle of 
bicarb with every cook book.” At the wedding reception, when camera- 
men asked him to kiss the bride, the Vice-President countered coyly, 
“No indeed, I’m saving that for later,” and quick as a wink, the bride 
herself slapped back, “Why, Alben, I think that’s fresh.” 

At a stag dinner Henry Ford, II, who makes Lincolns as well as the 
cars that bear his name, twitted Mr. Barkley about buying an Olds- 
mobile. The Veep was right on his toes. “I chose an Oldsmobile,” 
he said, stressing his first syllable with exaggerated emphasis, “only 
because my wife has something of a propensity for age. But 
there’s a good way for Mr. Ford to remedy the matter,” the Vice- 
President continued warming to the subject. “I, Barkley, haven't a car 
of my own. I live at 2101 Connecticut Avenue and after dinner, Mr. 
Ford, who undoubtedly has one of his finer cars handy, can drive me 
home—and leave the keys.

Actually, she is 
almost as free as air and can make much or little of her position. On 
occasions Mrs. Henry Wallace pinch-hit for busy Eleanor Roosevelt 
by receiving certain bulky groups invited to the White House. The 
Second Lady has only two official duties: (1) she is President of The 
Ladies of the Senate; (2) she presides as hostess at an annual dinner 
given by the Vice-President in honor of the President. Mrs. Jack 
Garner, an invalid, however, cancelled the dinner, and in wartime all 
elaborate entertainments were discontinued; and now whether the 
expensive affair is to be revived is strictly the Barkleys’ choice. 

As the Vice-President’s wife, Mrs. Barkley is second only to Mrs. 
Truman at all social functions. When the First Lady is not present, 
she sits on the host’s right, outranking any dinner guest, no matter 
how top-flight, placed on the hostess’ right, Mrs. Barkley, on the host’s 
arm, also leads off the procession to dinner. | 

According to protocol the Vice-President’s wife is “at home” Wed- 
nesday afternoons. Friendliness, plus curiosity of official wives is sure 
to keep Jane Barkley rattling teacups every Wednesday. 


“Fate” Led to Their Meeting

became Mrs. William Alben Barkley, she had known her husband pre- 
cisely four months and ten days. They met July 8 on a Potomac boat 
trip when Mrs. Clark Clifford, Jane’s Washington hostess, gave a party 
on the Presidential launch “Margie.” The Vice-President fell hard 
and romantically at first sight. “It must have been fate,” he said 
soberly at the wedding. 

And so, with youthful ardor, the Veep launched his suit the very 
next day by telephoning to invite the St. Louis widow to luncheon, 
then cocktails. When she left town, he followed her west. Jane Hadley, 
whose husband had/died five years previously, was flattered. If she 
didn’t take the Vice-President’s attentions seriously, she admitted 
nevertheless: “For some reason I don’t feel any difference in age.” 
But after Mr. Barkley’s second trip to St. Louis, she wrote Washington 
friends, “I’m just crazy about him.” It was love, definitely. 

Married, just arrived at the Barkley Washington apartment, they 
had their first callers. The Second Lady of the Land talked, laughed, 
laughed, talked—nothing but Alben, Alben. “I'll come back in three 
months,” said one of her friends reaching for her coat, “maybe then 
you'll have something to say about someone else besides Alben!”

He poured the liquid in 
the gas tank. “That will be $1.” 

Ten minutes later, on a country road, my 
friend's car stopped. Fortunately he was on 
a hill, and he coasted back into a small gas 
station. A young man came out. The motor 
was completely dead, wouldn’t start. 

The mechanic went to work. “I was in the 
Army; I used to fix plenty of cars,” he said. 

It todk-him two minutes to find the 
trouble. A wire to the distributor was loose. 
He tightened it. The motor hummed. My 
grateful friend went on his way. All told he 
had lost two hours. 

Disturbing things like this happen to

touring motorists every day. Why? 

My friend was telling me the story one 
evening when, as it happened, my wife 
drove in from a motor trip to Williamsburg, 
Va. En route her brakes had been acting 
poorly. A roadside mechanic told her she 
needed new brake linings and she ordered 
them installed. 

She paid the bill, a large one, and returned 
to New York—only to experience brake 
trouble again. I investigated. The roadside 
mechanic — one of a small but troublesome 
breed that prey on tourists — had not in- 
stalled the new brake bands she had paid 
for; he had simply tightened the old ones! 

The damage and my anger were com- 
pounded — because now the drums were 
scored and we had additional heavy expense. 

It has been my own good fortune, as a 
writer travelling in many states, to escape

gyp mechanics. And as luck would have it, 
I had only a few scabrirmarame tae experiences 
with incompetents. 

But that night I decided to aid out about 
highway mechanics. I was beginning a 3,300- 
mile tour, and I devised two simple tests 
which, while not conclusive, would at least 
suggest an answer to the question: how safe 
are you in the hands of casual roadside 
mechanics? 


The Unnecessary Battery | 


My route led me from New York to Jack- 
sonville, Fla., then to Mobile, Ala., Birming- 
ham, Nashville, Louisville, Cincinnati, Day- 
ton, Toledo and Detroit. Finally I drove east 
via Buffalo, Syracuse and Albany. 

My tests were these: first, I would loosen 
a cable to my battery, causing the motor to 
sputter, the lights to flicker and the horn 


to blow spasmodically. Second, my dash-- 


board radio was in bad shape. Before leav- 
ing New York, I had a reliable mechanic 
check it. He removed it easily, by reaching 
through the glove compartment, and dis- 
covered a tube was bad. I had him put it 
back in place without replacing the tube. 
He charged me $2.50. 

Then I began my trip. 

In New Jersey I saw a garage on a hill. I 
loosened the battery cable, and coasted in. 

The mechanic quickly found the “trou- 
ble,” charged me only 50¢. But five miles 
farther down the road I met my first gyp. 

“You need a new battery,” he drawled. 

“But that battery is practically new,” I 


“Had it at least six months, haven’t you?” 
he challenged. I admitted I had. 

“Then you need a new one.” 

“But you didn’t even test it!” 

“I don’t have to. Way :‘they’re installed, 
beside the engine, they dry out fast.” 

I drove away in disgust. True, he discov- 
ered and tightened the loose cable. But he 
wanted to sell a battery I didn’t need for $24. 
(My battery, 5,000 miles later, is still going 
strong.) This man was a gyp and I knew it. 
Others might have bought the battery. 

During the rest of the trip I visited 90 
other garages. Of the total of 92 mechanics

I consulted, my notebook shows all of them 
spotted the loose cable. Twenty-three 
tightened it without eharge and did not try 
to sell me anything. 

But 64 tried to sell me unnecessary work 
running up to $20. 

But all told there were only five real gyp- 
pers. Two told me my battery was “shot al- 
though it may look good to you.” They of- 
fered me allowances of 50¢ to $4. 

With my radio, it was an even worse story. 
Some 73 repairmen wanted to remove the 
heater to get at the radio; but 19 other 
competent mechanics knew the radio was 
removable through the glove compartment. 
Cost estimates from the 73 ill-trained me- 
chanics ran from $7.50 to $14. Most of them 
blamed manufacturers. 

“Today’s cars are built without room for 
repairs,” many told me. “Sometimes it costs 
$10 to remove other parts first.” 

I came back with a picture of mechanical 
incompetence rather than dishonesty. 

To verify my feelings, I went to see the 
American Automobile Association in Wash- 
ington. My information checked with theirs. 

Most complaints since the war, said the 
AAA, have not been about gyp mechanics 
but about incompetents. It is generally rec- 
ognized in the automobile industry that 
there is a scarcity of good mechanics. More 
need to be trained. Manufacturers; deplor- 
ing the few gyps and the larger number of

knew is obsolete. | 

Today’s cars require mechanics with spe- 
cialized knowledge: lubrication men, body 
' repair men, light and heavy repair me- 
chanics, wheel specialists. 

Until more specialists are trained what 
can you do when touring? 

First, try to use a repair station which 
you know has a reputation to maintain. Af- 
filiation with an automobile agency, or the 
AAA, or an oil company helps—because these 
men have franchises to maintain. 

But there are also many splendid unaf- 
filiated “independents.” Inquiry among local 
policemen, citizens, restaurant men, can 
help you locate repair men who have good 
reputations locally. 

Try also to (1) stay with the mechanic 
who repairs your car; (2) don’t tell him you 
‘are in a hurry; (3) if you are doubtful, ask 
for any parts he replaces, so you can show 
them to your dealer at home; (4) ask for an 
itemized bill on his billhead. 

Best of all: in every new car today is an 
instruction book. Study it—and know all you 
can about your car. An informed motorist is 
a poor target for a gyp.
